JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

Dates by the] present mail reach to the 26th March, the same 
as reccived via San Francisco on the 8th inst. The outward 
P. and O. mail of Jan. 26 arrived out on the 16th, and the follow- 
ing French mail of Feb. 2 on the 23rd March. 


On the evoning of the 22nd, about eight o'clock, a fire broke 
out in the rear of the houses on the Homura-road, known as 
No. 166. The flames rapidly spread to the front, and by the 
time the engines got into play the houses were past being saved. 
Tlowever, by the exertions of the stcam fire engine brigade, the 
fire was kept under in the rear, while the American engine, which 
threw a very{powerful jet of water, aided by the Yokohama fire 
brigade and the Japanese engines eventually extinguished the 
fire. 


The state of the currency is perplexing; it has fluctuated 
much during’ the past few months, ead the silver yen, which but 
a short time back stood at six and seven per cent. premium, has 
now fallen to three and three-quarters discount. It is difficult 
to ascertain the causes of this great fluctuation, and impossible to 
give anything like a satisfactory analysis of them. But there is 
always one unfailing resource in Japan, when matters are cont : 
it is expressed in the formula, ‘When in doubt blame the 
Government.” 


The following refers to the show of flowers, birds, dogs, and 
other animals promoted by Mr. W. H. Smith, of the Club :— 


We may now say with confidence that the show will in every 
way be a thorough success; the entries have been even more 
numerous than the most sanguine of its supporters could havo 
supposed, and as the list has remained open until to-day, instead 
of closing at the time originally named, we may look for an ex- 
tensive catalogue. It would be perhaps somewhat premuture to 
enter at any great length into the various objects which will 
be exhibited ; we should rather defer our remarks until the pub- 
lication of the catalogue, but we may say a few words on the 
matter. The first class which the visitor will see on entering 
the grounds will be the dogs, which are to be arranged, each in 
& separate pen, along the terrace, convenient places being as- 
signed to the monkeys and cats near the same spot. There are, we 
understand, about eighty dogs entered, and we look forward with 
some curiosity to the judges’ awards in,this class. On the Archery 
ground will be placed the birds in cages, and the mice and rats 
will also find a Jocation there. The pheasants and other game 
birds will be placed on an open plot{near one of the butts, and a 
path parallel with the shooting ground will be assigned to the 
geese, ducks and other fowl. On the Croquet lawn will be placed 
the plants, and as these number some three hundred we may ex- 
pect to find this a inost interesting class. At this season of the 
year there cannot be many flowers, but cherry trees and similar 
flowering trees will form the staple, most of the exhibitors being 
Japanese, foreigners contributing the dogs and animals. On the 
carriage stand are to be the cattle, the carriages, and the numer- 
ous list of articles which come under the denomination affixed to 
class twenty. In the band-stand will be a collection of stuffed 
birds, and some Chinese curios, which require to be under shelter, 
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lighthouse service is stated by the Japan Weekly Mail as

The following items are from the Japin Herald :— 

It is stated that the Grand Duke Alexis in the course of the 
summer will pay a visit to the East, and that Japan is included 
in the programme of his movements, on his way to Saghalien, 
the Amoor, and other Russian territory in this part of the world. 

The Japanese Governmen thave issued a circular to the foreign 
representatives, informing them of the holding of an Exhibition 
at Kioto, and requesting them to make known to their respective 
countrymen that that city will be thrown open to foreign visitors 
for fifty days, and to notify residents that foreign articles will 
be received by the Kioto Society for exhibition there. This act of 
liberality, by abandoning a useless restriction on the part of the 
Government, has created a very favourable impression. The Exhi- 
Dition will bo opened on the 17th April. The Government has 
published a list of native articles to be shown, numbering over 
sixty, and consisting of ancient and modern art, useful and orna- 
mental manufactures, agricultural, and mineral products, and a 
variety of other objects. 


The Government intend despatching shortly two men-of war to’ 


Europe, which are now being got in readiness for that purpose. 
They are to be absent for one year, on atour of observation and 
exercise. The first port at which they touch is lung Kong, whence 
they will proceed «ia Suez Canal, to Europe, visiting the princi- 
pal ports there, and returning home ria New York and San Fran- 
cisco. 

Three high officialsk—among whom is Mr. Motono, the second 
superintendent of the Custom-house here—have been sent by the 
Government of Shanghai, in order to study the mode in which 
Custom-house business is conducted there, with a view to intro- 
duce the system here. They are to be absent for about a month. 
Great complaints have been recently made by foreigners respect- 
ing the obstructive manner in which some of the Custom-house 
officials carry on their duties. 

An assault of a very aggravated character was committed upon 
Messrs, Swabey and Cousens by the Japanese police, two gentlemen 
engaged in commercial pursuits in Yokohama, who went out shoot- 
ing up the Yedo river. 





HIOGO. 

We have advices from this port to the 21st March ; the Pacific 
mail from New York Jan. 7 was received on the 7th, and the P. 
and O. mail from London Jan. 26 on the 18th March. 

We (Hiogo News) mentioned at the beginning of the year how 
the Japanese were improving tie native town of Kobe, and since 
then they are certainly not relaxing in their efforts to encourage 
the shipping trade of the port. We now hear that the Govern- 
ment has determined to utilise a patent parallel slip which has 
been lying for some time past unused at Yedo, by erecting it on 
the beach here between the ground set apart for the railway 
and the Vulcan Ironworks. ‘This will be no small affair, as 
it will occupy all the site indicated, and will be capable 
of taking up ships of twelve feet draught of water, if not more. 
This will make it available for repairing, should the occasion 
arise, of even the steamers of the P.M.S.S. Company, and as the 
advantages connected with it will be opened to all classes of 
vessels, it is casy to sce what additional importance it will give 
the port in the eyes of shipowners and commanders. 

It is only a few days ago we recorded the launch of a new 
steamer, the Berlin, for Messrs. Lehmann, Hartman and Co., and 
now we have to note the launch of another steamer from the yard 
of the Vulcan Iron-Works. Wedo not know that the Wunqua- 
maru will be any particular benetit to the public generally, for 
although she is expected to be the fastest boat in our local marine, 
we understand that she will be devoted to carrying treasure 
between ey ae and Osaka. Her dimensions are as follows :—

NAGASAKI. 
Naaasaxr, Manon 16 (via San Francisco). 

Several American steamers from Hiogo, en route for Hong 
Kong, have called in here for coal. There is nothing remarkable 
about their movements beyond'that they have on board copper, 
which it is supposed is intended to finally reach London. I hear 
that some copper has been sent direct to London from Hiogo—I 
think by the Argonaut. 

How the mails are arriving I am unable to tell you, as we seem 
to be receiving them anyhow. This evening the French and 
English mails of the 19th and 26th January arrived, but the 
London and China Express of 5th and 12th idem have not yet 
turned up. Probably the latter may be with the mail via San 
Francisco, detained by the snow, and not likely to reach here for 
some eighteen days yet. This is the second month in succession 
the mail by this route has been detained, which makes it unre- 
liable in winter time. 

The British barque Serpent was the first vessel to leave7this 
port for Tientsin; she will be followel by the British steamer 
Miaka to-morrow.

SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 29th March ; the 
French mail from London, Feb. 2, arrived out on the 21st, and the 
following P. and O. mail of Feb. 9 on the 23rd March. The f.l- 
lowing summary of the news is from the Vorth Chint Herald :— 

An important document concerning the position of foreigners 
in China has appeared in the Peking Gazet‘e. Prince Kung an 1 
his colleagues memorialise the E.nperor regarding the tenor of 
treaties, and the orders that have been issued for their observance. 
Still the British Minister has complained that foreigners are 
treated disrespectfully, that merchauts are overtaxed, and that 
justice is not det out by the authorities, in case of 
monetary defalcation by Chinese traders. This is not as it 
should be; and the Prince requests the E:nperor to issue 
more stringent orders for a faithful observance of the treaties, 
and that due respect be shown to the officials and- 
people of foreign States. The native officials should be ordered 
to acquaint themselves with the treaties, to issue notifica.ions re- 
quiring their observance, and to settle monetary questions 
promptly and properly. The Emperor has assented to these pro- 
posals. We have often pointed out the necessity for an Edict of 
this kind, and we belicve Mr. Wade has often urged the matter 

upon the Tsung-li Yamen. Even the present document is not so 

explicit as it might be; but it is still an important step in the 
right direction, and we congratulate Mr. Wade on the success 
which has attended his new representations. 

We have received a copy of Part I. of the “Returns of 
Trade at the Treaty Ports in China for the Year 1871 ”—publish- 
ed by the ILM. Customs. The object of this publication is to give 
@ concise abstract of Trade and Customs Revenue Statistics since 
1864; and it is excecdingly well compiled for the purpase. The 
forms of the tables in the present volume are altered in some re- 
spects from those previously used. A small table shows the total 
export of tea to foreign countries for each year since 1865. The 
year just past figures for 151,000 piculs over 1869, which is thé 
next highest. An interesting return is given of the number of 
steamers and sailing vessels which have entered and cleared from 
the several ports during the past four years. It is almost needless 
to say that the number of the former has increased steadily. There 
is a table showing the total annual Customs Revenue at cach port 
since 1864. The balance of elasticity is considerably in favour of 
the North over the four Southern ports. Shanghai, last year, 
contributed Tls. 2,730,955, and yet cannot afford a dredging 
machine to facilitate the entrance of the ships which bring this 
great revenue. The gross value of the trade of Shanghai during 
1871 was Tls. 123,526,396—ten million taels in cxcess of 1868, 
which is the next highest year. 

A meeting of the Asiatic Society has been held, C. W. Goodwin, 
Esq., president, in the chair. The president read a paper by lt. 
Swinhoe, Esq., Her Majesty’s Consul at Ningpo, on the Abori- 
gines of Hainan ; and Dr. Macgowan one on the Mutton Wine of 
the Mongols, and Analogous Preparations of the Chinese. Some 
comments passed on the papers, and most of those present ven- 
tured ona slight sip of ihe curious preparation, which Dr. Mac- 
gowan had procured from Mongolia to illustration his paper. 

The election of municipal councillors for the ensuing year 
taken place; the nominations having been exactly equal to the 
number required no poll was held. The newly elected council 
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are :—Messrs. 0. 0. Behn, W. II. Condit, M. Coryell, John Dent, 
R. I. Fearon, 8. M. Moses, H. Murray, A. Patorson, {and A. 
Zimmern. 

The annual mecting of members of the Yacht Club was held 
on the 22nd March. The treasurer’s statement of accounts, 
-howing a balance of 8370.98, was read and passed. The first 
“face of the spring setson, for a cup value S100, was fixed for the 
30th March, the course being from off the Recreation Ground 
twice round [Halfway Point. Messrs. A. J. Little and 8. A. Vi- 
guier were re-elected Commodore and Vice-Commodore respec- 
tively, Mr. J. Wilson treasurer, and Mr. J. B. Dudfield secretary ; 
Capt. Barton and Messrs. Condit, Croal, Farnham, and Hill being 
appointed ‘the committee. A resolution was passed to allow the 
boat winning one race for tho Challenge Cup to fly a distinguish- 
ing pennant, besides receiving, as hitherto, a $50 cup, till she 
loses the positon to another boat. 

A meeting of the Cricket Club was held on the same day. The 
accounts show a balance of 'Tls. 74, after paying arrears of rent 
ue 1,350) up to the end of June last, and sending home Tls, 181 

or new gear. Messrs. Groom (President), Anderson, Case, 
Chambers, Bird, Fitzgerald, and Souper were elected a com- 
mittee for the current year. A mecting of the members of the 
Gymnasium was held on the 27th. The accounts show a balance 
n hand of $933. Messrs Lindsley, Pryer, Cordier, Grose, and 
iSchultz (Secretary) were elected a committee for 1872. 

A formal meetiug of members of the Shanghai Club has been 
held, to confirm the resolution which hid been adopted at tho 
previous meeting, in regard to the keeping of rooms for members 
or visitors who might wish to occupy them for short terms. 

Ata meeting of the Gis Compiny the accounts showed a net 
profit for 1371 of Tis 25,024. Tls. 18,000 have been paid to 
shareholders as a dividend at the rate of 12 per cent., and it was 
agreed to carry ths balance to reserve. Messrs. J. T. Brand, 
Clarke, Forbes, Goodwin, and Miller were elected directors for 
1872. 

A Newchwang correspoident writes thot, on the 2nd March, 
loaded carts were still crossing the river on the ice, which looked 
solid and not likely to break up quickly. 81 Shirtinys have been 
sold at Tls. 2. Stoc'ss of produces in town were very large, prices 
were a little lower, and buyers were holding off in anticipation 
of a further decline. 

A meeting of land renters his been held at Chinkeang. 
accounts showela balance in bind, at the end of February, of 
Tis. 217.6). [It was resolve] to cullect a tax of 5 per cont. from 
owners of house property in the Concession, and a tax of S10 
per lot on Jand, during Is72. Massra. C inpy, Salter, and Detring 
were eclectel Munisipsl Councillors for the present year. Tne 
question of erecting a whird in front of the Concession was dis- 
cussed, and resolutions in favour of the seneme passed. It secins 
to be thought likely that the Chinese authorities may consent to 
make the wharf, in consiterition of taking wharfage dues on all 
imports and exports to the extent of ons tenth of lL per cent. ad 
valorem. These dues to be collected, and the wharf to be managed 
by the Customs. Negotiations are to be opened with the Chinese 
authoritics, by the Municipal Council, with this view.

HONG KONG. 
The dates extend to the 4th April. Tho Outward mail of 216th 
Feb. arrived on 28th March, and that of 23rd on Ist April. 


The Legislative Council met on the 25th March, when various 
measures for dealing with the criminal population were brought 
forward and passed the first reading. ‘They provide for the oral 
examination of prisoners brouzht before the magistrates, for the 
punishment of offenders who return to the colony after receiving 
a conditional pardon, and for dealing with habitual criminals. So 
far as can be judged on a first reading, the various ordinances 
appear likely to be of much benefit to the colony, as there is no 
ata that having to deal with a population like that of Jong 

ong under all the safeguards provided by English law had much 
to do with the difficulties connected with the protection of life 
and property. The ordinance for the reconstitution of the Su- 
preme Court, whereby the procedure will be facilitated, the Court 
of Summary Jurisdiction abolished, and a Judge and Assistant 
Judge appointed to the Supreme Court, was among the ordinances 
read. Its effect will be to assimilate the Court in Hong Kong to 
that which exists in Shanzhai under the Order in Council, and 
which has been found to work very satisfactorily. 

H.E. the Governor has refused to grant the petition for the 
release of Abdool Moosah and Noor Mahomed, the defendants in 
the conspiracy case. he despatch from the Acting Colcnial 
Secretary on the subject states that the matter was fully investi- 
gated, and is not of such a nature as the Executive would be 
justitied in interfering with. 

The barque Gixt, which was sunk in the harbour in couse- 


quence of her collision with the P. and O, steamer Geelong, has, 
epi ic trouble, been successfully raised by the Chinese con- 
tractor. 


The Hon. Mr. Ball, Acting Chief Justico, sentenced Mr. Welsh, 
8 merchant, to fourteen days’ confinement, without option of fine, 
for contempt of Court in publishing a letter commenting upon the 
Judge’s conduct in certain proceedings. The lessee of the Daily 
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Press, Mr. Bell, in which paper the letter was published, was 
called upon to retract and apologise for the remarks, and was 
given until the 6th inst. to do so. 

The China Mail says :—Since our last report on the Macao coolie 
market the following ships have sailed:—For Callao, the Spanish 
barque /tozdia with 450, the Peruvian ship America with 690- 
emigrauts. For Havana, tho French barque Bengali with 287, 
and the Spanish barque Adtagraci¢ with 360. There is at present 
only one ship loading for Havana, viz., the Spanish barque foza 
del Turia, which will probably take some 300 coolies, Business: 
is pretty brisk for this time of the year, and if the new Governor 
encourages the emigration, two or three steamers will be chartered 
to convey coolies during the summer months. It is whispered io 
some quarters that the new Governor has come with some in- 
structioas, the exact nature of which is not yet made known ; but 
it is feared that they emanate from the pressure brought to bear 
by the Court of St. James’s upon the Lisbon Government. O que 
for soara. 

We are informed that the Alyerine, late one of H.M. gunboats, 
has been sold to Mr. John Joel for 86,00. 

It being in contemplation to issue a Chinese newspaper, to be 
printed at the China Mail office, the projectors desire to secure 
the support of the forcign public in their enterprise. They have 
therefore issued the following prospectus :—The proposed paper 
will be issued every other day, with an extra or supplement on 
intervening days. 

The widely-oxpressed regret at the discontinuance of Notes and 
Queries on China and Japan has induced the publisher of this 
journal to contemplate the issue of a publication similar in object 
and style, but slightly modified in certain details, provided that 
a sufficient subscription list can be guaranteed before the publica- 
tion of the first number. The publication will be edited by Mr. 
N. B. Dennys, the projector and original editor of Motes and 
Queries on China and Japan, who ceased to conduct it owing to 
his absence from China, but has recently returned. It is proposed 
to issue The China Review, or Notes and Queries on the Far East 
at intervals of two months, crich number to contain about sixty 
octavo paves, occasionally illustrate] with lithographs, photo- 
graphs, woodcuts, &c., should the papers published demand, and 
the circulation justify, such extra matter. 

Our readers will remember that at the bezinning of the Shan- 
sin-fan excitement a placard was widely spread in Tung-kun 
district calling upon the people to show themselves worthy of 
their reputation for courage, &c., and appointing the 30th of 
July last as the day fixed for the destruction of the Protestant 
and Roman Catholis chapels in thet district. ‘The memorable 
30th of July came, thousivils of people attacked the chapels, 
which were razel t) the ground after being robbed of everything. 
The Roman Catholics made no complaint, but the German Consul, 
we understand, applied to the Chinese authorities on behalf of 
the Protestant missioniries, and negotiations are still going on. 
No indemnity has beeu paid as yet, and the Chapel and Dispen- 
sary, which had done so much good to the Chinese, are in ruins 
up to this day. 

We learn from our Macao correspondent that H.E. the Russian 
Aduiral Fedorooski visited the Holy City, and during his stay in- 
spected the various places of interest, notably the barracoona. 
On visiting the one crected by the late Governor, H.E. Ad- 
miral de Souza, the Admiral expressed his admiration of the 
organisation adopted by the Government in this establish- 
ment, on the gate of which is to be seen in large Chi- 
nese characters the exact conditions under which the emi- 
grants are to engage themselves; their stay in this barracoon 
is for a period of three’ days, during which time they are 
visited by properly appointed inspectors, whose business it is to 
inquire among them if any had been brought there against their 
wish, and to let them perfectly understand that they are free to 
return to their homes if they wish. It is to be hoped the present 
Governor will strictly maintain the same system inaugurated by 
his zealous preidlecessor, who will shortly leave for Europe, carry - 
ing with him the kindest and best wishes of those who have the 
welfare of our city at heart; and we fully believe, from what we 
already know, he will doubtless do so. The Adiniral, on leaving, 
expressed his thanks most warmly for the courtesy shown him by 
the Governor and the leading gentry. 

The last inward mail brought to [ong Kong the Viscount de 
San Januario, who, having been relieved from the Governorship 
of Portuguese India, has been appointed Governor of Macao, in 
plaice of Governor Souza, who is to procee:t home. Governor 
Svuza will come over to Hong Kong, and will proceed to Lisbon 
by the Messageries steamer leaving this on the 10th. His Excel- 
lency will be accompanied by his aide-de-camp, and private 
secretary. The sensible portion of the Macaese much regret his 





| Excellency’s departure, his three years’ tenure of office having 


been very peaceful, upright, and constitutional. The Jornal do 
Commercio and other leading papers of the Portuguese capital, in 
commenting on the late display of the Chinese Customs cruisers in 
Macao harbour, praise Senhor Suuza’s tactics and diplomatic 
abilities. 

The Viscount de 8. Januario will shortly proceed to Peking to 
ratify the Treaty. 

We are glad to notice that the Chincsc Insurance Company

We hear on unimpeachable authority that the obstacle hitherto 
re garded as ineapers alse and inevitably urged whenever the vexed 
uestion of Imperial audience to Western Ambassadors at the 
ourt of Peking has been mooted, is now likely to be soon set 
finally at rest. H.I.M. Tung-che is to celebrate his nuptials and 
take the reins of Government into his own hands in the early 
part of the approaching September. The ladies selected to fill 
the places of first, second, and third ladies in the Imperial harem 
are :—first, the daughter of a literary graduate namedjChung-ee; 
second, the daughter of the Prefect of Leen-chow, in this pro- 
vince ; and third, the daughter of another graduate named Tsay- 
sang-ah. The daughter of the Tertar General at Canton would 
have been the Empress-elect, but that her age exceeded that of 
his Majesty, and she was thus rendered ineligi le. 
At the meeting of the Union Insurance Society the following 
rt was adopted :— 
he Directors have the pleasure to present to the shareholders 
the second half-yearly report on the business of the Society to 
the 31st December last, showing at that date a balance at credit 
of $39,138,929, in addition to the sum of $250,000 representing 
the paid up capital of the society.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 
Dates by this opportunity extend to the 11th April. The out- 
ward mail of the 8th March (P.and 0.) arrived on 9th April. 
The following summary is from the Straits Times :— 


Sir Harry Ord, Governor of the colony, returned to this settle. 
ment in the steamer Plwio on the 30th March, and landed pri- 
vately at Tanjong Pagar Wharf, procecding at once to the Council 
Chamber, where he was received with a guard of honour, and 
entered under the usual salute from Fort Canning. The Govern- 
ment officials and some of the residents paid their respects to him, 
after which he went to Government Ilouse. The day being 
observed as a general holiday, the attendance of residents was 
probably more limited than would otherwise have been the case, 
many being absent from town. His Excellency’s return hag not 
been marked by any important changes in the position of matters 
here, and reticence is the order of the day to all officials as to any 
changes contemplated, and especially as to the two questions of 
greatest interest to the public—the waterworks and the railway. 

Lieut. Satterthwaite has been gazetted as Assistant Colonial 
Engineer and Surveyor General, and Capt. Innes and two corporals 
of the Royal Engineers also arrived by the mail; the latter are 
intended, we hear, for the Survey Department, and Capt. Innes 
comes out as Deputy Colonial Engineer. Mr. Campbell, the new 
Acting Lieut. Governor of Penang, arrived in the same mail 
steamer with H. E. the Governor, and has assumed charge of his 
duties, relieving the Honourable A. N. Birch, who, before leaving 
Penang, was presented with an address by the community of that 
settlement expressing their regret at his departure, he having 
been very popular there. No intimation has yet been given of 
the meeting of the Legislative Council, and nothing is known as 
to when this will take place ; there are no important measures to 
be introduced that we are aware of, and therefore little interest is 
felt as to the opening of the session. 

In a few days more the changes in tho military force 
for this colony will have been completed, and for the future 
the measure of protection we have enjoyed from the presence of 
these forces will bo materially lessencd. ‘Tho Madras regiment 
now here is to be withdrawn, and has reccived orders to embark 
for India in H.M.S, Orontes, expected here from Hong Kong about 
the 15th inst. ; and as the Indian Government requires its troops 
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for home service, the departing regiment is the last we shall have 
stationed here. We cannot but regret their departure as a loss 
to the colony ; the men have been uniformly well behaved, and 
have, when occasion required, been of valuable assistance to 
the police in checking riot ; and the departure of the offigers will 
be a permanent social loss to the European residents. 

The second criminal session of the year opened at the Court:- _ 
house on the 8th, before his honour the Chief Justice. The ~ 
calendar is a small onc. but the Chinese will-forgery case, which 
promises to] be a caus celebre, will probably occupy several days. 
There were three cases of murder, two of which have been tried, 
and sentence of death passed on the prisoners, and the third has 
been postponed, on the motion of the Attorney-General, till next 
session, to enable the Crown to obtain the evidence of certain 
material witnesses. The other business of the session will pro- 
bably be disposed of in a few days. The lightness of the calendar 
is a source of congratulation, indicating, as it does, that there is 
no increase of crime among our Asiatic population, notwithstand- 
ing the heavy list of cases for trial that awaited the Chief Justice 
ou his first arrival, and proves that these were due only to the 
riots that prevailed here in October last. 

The Chinese population remain pretty quiet and orderly, though 
during the past two or three weeks there has been a strong ill- 
feeling between two secret societies hcre—the Hai Sans and Ghee 
Hoks—the former endeavouring by petty annoyances to provoke 
the latter to some overt act of hostility, which would afford them a 
sg for creating a riot. The police have been vigilant, and 

ave so far succecded in preventing any serious outbreak, and 
will, it is hoped, be able to maintain order. 

The arrivals via the Suez Canal have been the Zadkia on the 
5th from Glasgow, and Uvysses on the 8th from Liverpool. The 
only departure has been the Ajax for London. 

Landed property in Penang has increased this year to 50 per 
cent. in value. The premises of the Telegraph Department was 
sold some eigh'cen months ago for 86,00), and was resold this 
week toa Chinese merchant for $9,0U0. The premises of the 
Ice Manufactory was bought by Mr. Kaw Sim Kong about four 
years ago for 82,500, and realised this week 83,800; the new 
owner, we understand, is_a wealthy Chinese carpenter belonging 
to Canton. Tfouses in Pitt-strezt and Pranzin-road have also 
increased to a like percentage, which is attributable to the late 
great improvements made by the municipality in that locality, as 
well as to the safety they find oa having the police-stations in 
close proximity tu them.

THE REVOLT IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 


81n,—The statement in an article in your issue of the 12th 
Feb. that the revolt here of 200 native artillerymen showed that 
Spain was as unsettled in her colonial as in her home government, 
is incorrect with regard to the Philippines ; the revolt was but the 
work of a few visionarics, and was cntirely against the general good 
sense of the community. Spain has the faults of a nation not yet 
commercial, und distracted by party; but your article may do 
much more harm than good, and may be thought to indicate the 
existence of prejudice to an extent which few foreigners here 
would own. 

Our imports and exports are certainly|small, the latter amount- 
ing to little over 15,000,000 of dollars in 1871, and a foreigner 
can make more money in a month in China than he can here in 
@ year; but still we are improving; not many years ago the 
writer remembers that the production of Ilo Ilo sugar was but 
some 500 tons a-year, and last year it reached over 30,000 tons. 

Philip II.’s beautiful but impracticable dream for his pet islands, 
called after him, was not to be fulfilled in this world ; but yet they 
have been preserved to their natives, and how few Malays can be 
found in Singapore after our short occupation ; want is unknown 
in them; every village throughout their length and breadth 
has its church and school-house, many of the former really fine 
buildings, as are many of the houses far distant from’ the capital. 
With the exception of the savage tribes in the interior every native 
is taught to be a Christian, and vaccination and education are 
compulsory ; indeed, every village furnishes its monthly report of 
the number of children of the required age present and absent 
from school, and the reason for absence is given. A few years 

o @ French Bishop travelled through Luron speaking Latin 
alone ; and but the other day the officers of an Italian frigate 
which had been long cruising on this side of tho Cape exclaimed, 
on hearing the music of their own masters rendered with such 
feeling and evidence of cultivation, “ Al fine stiamo tn paese

RUSSIA IN THE FAR EAST. 


A correspondent, writing from St. Petersburg, says:—Tho Govern- 
ment has continucd the subsidy for ten years Jonger to the Russian 
Steam Navigation Company, the ships to be transformable into transports 
when necessary. This linc of communication with the East is not the only 
one in view. A caravan belonging to a M. Kousnctsoff is gradually 
working its way to China, and should it succecd it will probably be 
followed by many others. In addition to this northern route, accord- 
ing to the Russian Afcer (World), the construction of a railway from 
the Caucasus-Rostow line to the Russian frontier on the Arax 
(Aras), thence to be carried on to meet the projected line from 
the Persian Gulf to Tauris, has been definitely decided on. 
Europe will thus be connected with India by the shortest aad 
cheapest route, which will lead to a colossal trade. According to the 
writer, ‘‘the project of certain English companies, and others, to con- 
stract a line from India, via Asia Minor and Turkey, can only be 
motived by the desire to deprive ‘us’ (Russians) of the transit, which 
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is ours by right, and by the fear of seeing it fall into our hands. The 
realisation of this project would be a fatal blow to the{prosperity of our 
midland railways.” In the St. Petersburg Gazetle we are told that the 
Russian trade in tea for 1871 has increased 27 per cent. In 1870 the 
revenue from that source amounted tu 8 4-10 millions, and in 187] to 
more than ten millions. The Canton teas, prohibited a few ycars ago, 
now bring in a revenue double that of any otlier article of trade. 

Now, on the supposition that England would be the loser by the 
formation of direct lines of communication between Russia and the 
East, and the consequent development’ of Russian trade, the question 
ariaes as to how she is to prevent the evil. By another war? The issue 
of the Crimean War gives but little encouragement for such a step. 
That war showed the Russians where their weakness Iay, and, by 
strongly exciting the national feeling, gave rise to national enterprise, 
which has resulted in the country being covered with railways, and 
in the consequent working of the large ficlds of coal she possesses ; 
in the absence of a deficit, owing to the great increase of trade ; and 
in the universal and national desire for ‘a large flcet anda mercane 
tile navy. Should any other war against her be successful for a time, it 
would be but for a time, as Russia is too poverful to be cooped up with 
impunity, and would scize the first opportunity of regaining that she 
had lost. England would have a bitter enemy, bent upon doing her all 
the mischief she could in her Indian possessions, the northern key to 
which she would find it dificult to keep. She would have to contend 
against some Indian difficulty every time sho wanted her hands free to 
act in any European or Aincrican complication. The Russian dominions 
are already so large that the possession of India would ba a cause o 
weakness rather than strength, rendering her still more vulnerable than 
before, whereas friendly commercial relations with England would make 
their interests identical, and every disturbance in India would be felt by 
both alike. 














Evidence of the Affinity of the Polynesiansand American Indians 
with the Chinese and other Nations of Asia, derived from the Lan.- 
quage, Legends, ant History of those Ries. By the Rev. W, 
Lobscheid, Hong Kong, 1872.—The flippant and off-hand manner 
in which subjects which have occupied the attention of the most 
learned men of Europe for generations are treated in this 
pamphlet makes it difficult to know how to notice it. ‘To refute 
in detail the arguments of its author would be to give to it an im- 
portance to which neither by right nor courtesy hasit any claim. 
A writer who can describe Buechner, the learned author of 
‘¢ Kraft and Stoff,” as “cither an ignoramus or a bold deceiver” 
is plainly one whose literary productions may he safely consigned 
to oblivion. The following passaze will supply a fair idea of the 
calibre of the pamphlet before us:—*The Polynesian kolu, 
akolu, eckolu, three, is the tri of the sanskrit. If we substitute a 
T for the K, and take into consideration the impossibility of the 
Chinese and their cognate tribes to pronounce two consonants 
together, then we are not surprise to hear in the streets of Hong 
Kong teli, toli, tolu for three, a sound resembling that heard in 
New Zcaland and Tahiti.” In this sort of way Mr. Lobscheid 
considers that he has“ given unmistakable proots of the affinity 
of the Polynesian language with the Chinese and cognate tongues.” 





Deata or Dr. ALEXANDER TuomMson, OF SwaTow.—The Convener 
of the Foreign Missions Committee of the English Presbyterian Church 
has received, by telegram from China, the painful intelligence that the 
medical missionary, Dr. Alexander Thomson, of Swatow, has been lost 
at sea. He was a passenger on board the steamer Hona when that 
vessel was run down by the French mail steamer Ava near Amoy.

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LORD ELGIN IN CHINA. 

THE publication of the late Lord Exaiy’s private corre- 
spondence is ove of the most interesting events connected 
with the history of our relations with China. While news- 
paper correspondents, and others, interested in the result of 
his negotiations with the Chinese were applauding his acts 
and firmness, he was privately deploring the circumstances 
which made those acts necessary, and that firmness unavoid- 
able. The natural kindliness of his disposition revolted 
against the measures of coercion which the consideration of 
the wants of his countrymen compelled him to adopt, and 
in the spirit of a true Englishman, as soon as he found how 
powerless the Chiuese were to resist our arms he resented 
the idea of any longer employing them in such an unequal 
contest. Indeed, his whole correspondence breathes the 
spirit of a true gentleman, whose undeviating rectitude, 
kindly feelings, and domestic affection recal to our minds 
that noble pattern of an English gentleman—Lord CoLuine- 
woop. The combination of gentle affection in private life 
and inexorable firmness in the discharge of official duties 
was a prominent characteristic of the two men, and as 
with the French fleet in sight on the eve of Lord Howsr’s 
victory we find CoLLINewoop remembering that it was his 
little daughter’s birthday, and calling down blessings on her, 
“lest he should never bless her more,” so—amid all the 
difficulties which were gathering fast round Lord Exqin on 
his voyage to China—with the Indian Mutiny in view— 
he writes to Lady Exot, “I have got dear Bruce's large 
“ speaking eyes beside me while I am writing, and mine 
“(ought f to confess it?) are very dim, while all these 
“ thoughts of home crowd upon me.” Naturally to a man 
of such seusitive feelings the horrors of Eastern warfare—the 
results of Eastern treachery—appeared partioularly hideous, 
and the atrocities committed by the French soldiers and 
English sailors at the taking of Canton so disgusted him 
that he wrote in his diary, “If things do not mend within 
“a few days, I shall startle my colleagues by Proposing to 
“ abandon the town altogether, giving reasons for it which 
“will enable me to state on paper all these points. No 
“human power shall induce ine to accept the office of 
“ oppressor of the feeble.” Such are the sentiments we 
should expect to find from a man like Lord Exain, but 
while longer experience of the Chinese character in no wise 
lessened the generous impulses of his nature, it taught him 
that measures of coercion and retribution were necessary to 
compel a nation devoid of honour and destitute of truth to 
fulfil their pledged word and to act up to their treaties. This 
is strikingly obvious if we compare for a moment the de- 
struction of the Summer Palace, and the ruthless vandalism 
of which it was the scene, with a letter he wrote to Lady 
Exain but a few months before that event, in which he Bays, 
“Can I do anything to prevent England from calling down 
“ on herself Gon’s curse for brutalities committed on another 
“ feeble Oriental race? Or are all my exertions to result 
“ only in the extension of the area over which Englishmen 
“are to exhibit how hollow and superficial are both their 
“ civilisation aud Christianity ?... The tone of the two 
“or three men connected with mercantile houses in China 
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“ whom I find on board the steamer is all for blood and mas- 
“ sacre on a great scale. I hope they will be disappointed.” 

Throughout the whole correspondeuce the gradual pro- 
gress made by J.ord Exern iu arriving at a just appreciation 
of the situation in China, and of the characters of those 
with whom he was brought into contact, is plainly observable. 
For instance, it may safely be said that at a later period of 
his stay in China he would have taken pains to modify the 
charge against the mercantile communities implied in the 
above quotation ; and a more intimate acquaintance with our 
earlier intercourse with Commissioner YEH would undoubtedly 
have altered the opinion of the Arrow question expressed 
in one of his first letters. It is not to be denied that were 
the Arrow case to be judged per se, it would justly be 
considered “a scandal to us,” but taken as the last of a 
series of outrages on our national honour, it formed an act 
for which it was not only politic, but necessary, to call for 
reparation. That reparation was refused, and, in the words 
of Lord Exein, “ though we were forced to act almost bru- 
tally, we were China’s friend in all this.” 








THE subject of Chinese labour still engages the attention of 
the southern planters in the United States. It appears that a 
company has been formed with a capital of $200,000 for the 
purpose of carrying out this project. The emigrants are to 
be engaged at wages of $8 per week (query per mouth) with all 
found. They are to be sent round by the steamers of the 
Pacific Mail Company to San Francisco, and transferred to 
the company’s steamers for Panama, thence to New Orleans 
and other ports of the Southern States. They are to be 
engaged in China as voluntary emigrants, and after arrival 
be put under contract for four years, at the expiration of 
which they may return or enter on a new engagement. 
This is all very pretty, but the company will find it more 
difficult than they imagine to induce the Chinese to engage 
on these terms. The cruel experiences of their countrymen 
in Pera and Cuba have destroyed their confidence in pro- 
mises to be carried out in the far-off Western world. If the 
company could once get a batch to write well of their treat- 
ment tens of thousands would follow. 





In the House of Commons Mr. Ryianps asked the Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs if any portions of the Consular 
reports had been expunged. Lord Enrignp admitted the 
fact, and gave as a reason that some of the Consuls had gone 
into matters extraneous to those subjects, or made remarks 
of a personal character, touching departments, foreign Go- 
vernments, and individuals, and these have been omitted. 
In one case, the Consul alluded to the reorganisation of the 
Board of Trade ; another referred to the constitution of the 
Foreign-office, and a third commented upon the strange dis- 
crepancy existing between the English law and the laws of 
Moses on the subject of bigamy.

THE ROTTERDAM BANK. 

The annual meeting of shareholders in the Rotterdam Bank 
was held at Rotterdam on the 8th inst. The Dircctora’ report 
eppeared in our issue of the 26th ult. 

The Chairman, M. de Mouchy, stated that the sound position 
of the Bank, and the satisfactory dividend which had been de- 
clared, was principally due to the ability and energy of the Direc- 
tors, to whom he expressed his warmest thanks. Several questior 8 
to which the report had given rise were then answered by Mr. 
Muller. A Shareholder asked if the managers had decided upon 
the course hereafter to be followed with regard to business in 
Java, and whether the managers intended to maintain 
their own eri orale or entrust the agency to private 
firms. Mr. Muller replied that nothing had been decided 
as yet, but that the proposals which the Directors would submit 
to the Commissioners would certainly be influenced by a desire 
to maintain the co-operation of the Bank in the commerce 
between Java and Europe. Le expressed the hope that the ne- 
gotiations recently resumed between the Bank and Mr. Bigold 
about an old claim upon that gentleman, who disputed its cor- 
rectness, would shortly be brought to a satisfactory conclusion. 
The Tjandi-Roibor liquidation, upon which a large sum had been 
written off in 1870, appeared now, under the able and careful 
management of Mr. Mathien, and under the superintendence of 
Mr. Cauters, to be giving satisfactory. results, and would 
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probably cause no further loss. Ths heavy loss arising 

out of the failure of Messrs. Musch and Grebner was very 

much to be regretted. Mr. Muller related tho facts which had 

given rise to this state of things, which appeared to show that 

there had been too much confidence exhibited and too little con- 
’ trol exercised by the head agency. 

The meeting then proceeded to the elestion of two Commission- 
ers in place of Messrs. Bunge and Grausherg, who, according to 
the statute, could not be re-elected this year. By a large majority 
— L. Pincoffs and F. T, Plate were appointed, and accepted

The traffic over the Great Northern Telegraph Company’s lines 
during the month of April was as follows:—On the European 
lines, 36,334 telegrams; revenue, f.105,866.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for April show an extraordinary 
development of commercial prosperity. The de-lared value of 
the exports during the month was £21,033,516, against £16,848,442 
in April, 1871, and £17,335,470 in April, 1870; while the increase 
in the four months is equal to 24 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding period in either of the previous years. The 
augmentation is chiefly in metals and woollens, but many other 
items have profited, and in very few is there a falling-off. The 
following are the principal articles which show an improvement 
on the month : Alkali, chemicals, coal, copper, cotton, yarn, and 
manufactures—the latter 16 percent.—-earthenware, haberdashery, 
hardware, iron and steel—50 per cent.—linen manufactures, ma- 
chinery, woollen yarn, woollen manufactures—GU per cent.—and 
unenumerated articles. The only instances of diminution, and 
these are for trifling amounts, are in apparel, firearms, beer, lincn 
yarn, saddlery, and telegraph wire. The estimated value of the 
imports is as follows: April 1872, £28,367,787; April 1871, 
£29,105,367 ; April 1870, £28,199,545; four months ended 
' 80th April, 1872, £114,525,203; 1871, £104,351,344; 1870, 
£84,962,227,

TEA. 

The constant public sales have again fully occupied the attention of 
the trade. Business by private contract has becn on an unusually small 
scale, and prices have in nearly every kind of Black Tea ruled in 
favour of buyers. Green Teas on the other hand have been exception- 
ally well maintained, the abolition of the duty on direct imports to 
America from the Ist July next having had some effect in stimulating 
purchases. The deliveries for the past month have been unusually 
large, amounting to 15,700,000 Ibs. 

Black.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings have been sold to some extent from 
443d. to 6d. per lb., showing a decline of fully 1d. per 1b. Broken-leaf 
kinds have been freely offered, and also show a reduction of 1d. per 
lb. Fair to good common have recently been sold rather lower, the 
quotation being 1s. to 1s. 1d. per lb. Fair to good Kaisows have only 
been saleable in small quantities at a decline of $d. to 1d. per lb. In fine 
to finest butlittlehasbeendone.

The following is from Messrs. Becbe’s Circular :—Busineas in Tea 
has been more active,‘and salcs are reported from first hands of 31,300 
half-chests Green, 18,200 half-chests Japan, 35,600 half-chests Oolong, 
and 2,000 half-chests Congou and Souchong. These transactions are 
largely speculative in their character, buyera believing that Congress 
will ultimately decide to repeal the duty, and sellers having little or 
no faith in such a result. Invoice sales of Green, Japans (of good 
medium to fine grades), and Amoy Oolongs (averaging good cargo or 
below) show some improvement in prices. Foochow Oolongs meet 
with but little inquiry as yet. Generally, the market closes with a 
firmer tone than for some time past. The distributing trade con- 
tinues limited, and statistics show a falling-off in deliveries for con- 
sumption since the duty agitation commenced. The arrivals have 
been large in the meantime, and we have now to report a stock in 
bond about 14,000,000 lbs. in excess of last year at the same date.

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan at the port of New 
York from Jan. 1 to April 20, 1872, were as follows:— Greens, 12,271,951 
lbs.; Japans, 4,307,307 lbs.; Souchongs, 2,397,159 lbs.; Oolongs, 
6,610,168 lbs. ; other sorta, 83,397 Ibs. ; total, 25,669,982 Ibs. The 
stock on Jan. 1 was 19,708,564 lbs.; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 45,378,546 lbs. as the total supply. Subtracti 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to April 20, 1,863,165 lbs., an 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 10,756,399 
lbs., there remainsa total of 32,758,982 lbs., representing the stock on 
the last-named date. 

SILK. 


Mr. O’Donoghue's Circularfreports that the business has been one of un- 
interrupted activity. Manufacturers have taken quitefreely of all the 
better grades of re-reeled Haincen, Tsatlee and Canton, thestock of which, 
at no time large, isnow very much depleted. There hasbeen no material 
alteration in prices aince the issue of our last Circular. Afow parcels, 
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however, of superior Haineen and Teatlee re-reeled are‘held at figures 
slightly above our quotations. Usual reeled Tsatlees and Taysaams 
have participated to some extent in the general activity ; but salea 
have been mostly at concessions. Some parcels of yelicw Silk (Szechuen) 
have found a rather slow market, but manufacturers who have used 
them are confident that an improvement in regard to the cleanliness 
and uniformity of these Silks would insure them a good market here. 
Ex. fine grades of Canton I. R. continue extremely scarce. Ordinary 
grades of Cumchook are in light stock, and prices are firmly held at 
quotations. In Japan silks a few good parcels are offered at nominal 
figures ; but manufacturers do not evince a disposition to give them a 
renewal of their confidence. 


Corrze.—The accounts from Rio Janeiro, per steamer and telegram, 
are considered favourable to the holding interest, bat in the present 
position of the market they have no influence upon it, the causes 80 
often previously referred to keeping it in a depressed and declining 
condition. The absence of demand is the great controlling power, 
and to this all other influences seem to bend for the present. Final 
action by Congress on the Duty question is now looked for at no dis- 
tant day, and pending this the market is still in a state of abeyance. 
Quotations are nominal. By auction 600 mats Java have been sold at 
20c. to 21$c., and 150 bags have been quitted on private terms. 

CampHor.—China is quoted 17c. to 18c. gold (in bond).

The facilitating of commercial relations between Germany and forcign countries, especially the transmarine markets, is 
one of the chief purposes for which the Deutsche Bank was created in 1870 in Berlin, with a capital of 5,000,000 Thalers, 
of which 3,000,000 Thalers were paid-up immediately. 

Shipments of produce from Culonial ports for German Account being generally paid for by drafts on London, which 
are much more nevotiable than Bills drawn upon Germany, the Deutsche Bauk, in order to carry out its programme, has 
entered into an arranzement with the German Bank of London, Limited, for the purpose of evablivg German firms in 
forcign ports to reimburse themselves freely on Loudon for their shipments to Germany. 

This arrangement has worked very satisfaetorily fro: its establishment in the middle of the year 1871, at which time 
the German Bauk of London, Limited, was started in London as an independent establishmeut, under the English Limited 
Liability Act. : 

With a further view to the development of the foreign trade of Germany, the Directors of the Dentsche Bank have 
considered it necessary to be represented in the principal ports of Germany. A Branch was therefore established in Bremen 
on the Ist July, 1871, and the success obtaincd by it led, towards the end of the year, to the determination to set up a 


second branch in HWamburg, which has, singe then, commenced operations. 


As another step in the same direction, cuinciding with the appreaching unification of the German Monetary Systein, 
which will facilitate the negotiation of bills drawn from colynial ports direct on Germany, the establishment of Branches of 
the Deutsche Bank in Shanghai and Yokuhama has likewise been decided upon. The manazement of these Branches has 
been confided to some of the former Agents of the Cumptoir d’Escompte, who are men of considerable local experience in 
the East, whither they are now returning. 

. In order to mect the new requirements, the capital of the Bank has becn raised by successive calls of 20 per cent. 
each on the 20th April, 20th July, and 20th September, 1871, to 5,000,000 Thalers, which amount has been further 
increased by a new call of 5,000,060 Thalers on the 2nd January, 1872, to 10,000,000 Thalers, or £1,500,000 sterling, fully 
paid-up. 

The German Inland busincss of the Deutsche Bank has likewise increased in the course of the year, and there is every 
prospect that it will continue to progress favourably.
